Big coastal batteries prevented 
ships passing up the Esiuary 

In the process of building a 
strong base in Holland, the Brit- 
ish and Canadian troops captured 
25,000 prisoners and it was con- 
sidered that the German killed 
and wounded probably reached a 
similar total, 

Today's speech was the second 
this month in which Mr. Churchill 


mentioned casualties in Holland, In 
a speech at the Mansion House 
Nov. 9, he coupled the fighting in 
Belgium and Holland with’ that in 
Italy, saying “in these two opera- 
tions very heavy losses have been 
sustained in the greatest proportion 
by the British and Canadian 
forces.” 

He predicted then that the 
Schelde victory soon would place 
Antwerp “at the disposal of the 
northern flank (of the Allied 
armies) which will presently move 
into Germany for the final strug- 
gie.”

Coldwell Says 
~ Govt. Awakens 


MONTREAL, Nov, 26.--(CP)- 
M. J. Coldwell, CCF leader, said 
in an address prepared for de 
livery at the CCF national con 
vention today that the federal 
government wages a war “in de- 
fence of things as they were” and 
had awakened widespread dis- 
trust, 

“This war is part of a world-wide 
social revolution against the out 
|moded institutions which have 
condemned mankind to a cycle of 
| depression and war, and depres- 
sion again,” he continued. 

“But nowhere has this been ap- 
|parent in the nervous approach of 
| the government.” 


MUST BE “CANADIAN” 

Canada should assume her place 
in world affairs as a full-fledged 
nation, with a distinetly Canadian 
flag, anthem and_ constitution. 
Newer nations of the British Com- 
|monwealth, Australia and South 
| Africa, had their national symbols, 
}and only Canada, a leader among 
the middle nations, “remains a 
| minor.” 

The CCF. recognized the danger 
that though the peoples of the 
| United Nations may win the 
military battles of this war, they 
might yet lose the war to the 
great cartels. 

“These cartels, private economic 
super-governments, seek to divide 


the world into convenient zones 
for exploitation. Social ownership 
}and public international planning 


is the answer, and the only answer, 
to the peril they present.” 
BASIC CRITICISM 
The basic CCF criticism of the 
government war effort was that it 
had been a “big-business affair.’ 
There had been planning and pub- 
lic enterprise, but the great cor: 
porations did not relinquish con 
trol, While national planning and en 
terprise had been hampered by 
these interests, yet there had been 
an end to unemployment and great 
| wartime industries were created 
by public enterprise. The ideas of 
planning for which the CCF had 
fought had proved their practica! 
worth in the war and must be the 
keynotes of post-war expansion 
The CCF stand against wartime 
profiteering had resulted in sav- 
ings to the people, but wartime 
profits, after all taxes, had rang- 
ed as high as 29 per cent. above 
the average of the four pre-war 
years. The last CCF convention 
had laid down that wartime 
profits should be held to four 
per cent. of the capital invested. 
In spite of the Excess Profits Tax 
Act, the International Nickel com- 
pany had made for its absentee 
shareholders, after taxes, between 
$30,000,000 and $35,000,000 a year, a 
which was “indefensible,” 
Mr. Coldwell said. 


CLAIMS NO CONTROL 

There was no public control over 
the Aluminum Company of Canada 
although there had been a vast 
public investment in its plant and 
facilities. This company recently 
laid off 2,400 men, “and, according 
to reports, denied these men the 
use of public halls for protest 
meetings. The vision of a great 
Canadian industry is blurred by 
prices and profit-tak- 


ing 

The “Canadian people, having 
invested more than $1,000,090,000 
in war assets had a right to insist 
these assets be kept in operation 
wherever feasible, and devoted 
to the raising of living standards. 
The trade union movement had 
been spurned and disregarded by 
the government, farm prices had 
been low and uncertain and the 
growing co-operative movement 
cold-shouldered by the government, 


said Mr. Coldwell

An official statement shows that in 
five years one in every three homes in 
England was destroyed or damaged by 
enemy bombs, and that 136,116 civilians 
were killed or injured. Of these, 57,298 
were killed. These figures apparently cover 
the war period up to the early part of last 
September. 

Total British casualties, civilian and 
military, throughout the world are given 
as 733,030, of which 563,112 were in the 
armed forces. This covers military, naval 
and air operations all the way from Hong 
Kong to Norway, inclucing Africa, Italy 
and France. There cannot on this showing 
have been very many casualties among 
soldiers, sailors and airmen in England as 
the result of enemy bombs. 

A hazy but useful calculation can_ be 
based on this statement as to the effec- 
tiveness of indiscriminate bombing. Obvi- 
ously the civilian property damage in Eng- 
land has been, tremendous. In addition to 
the houses destroyed, hospitals, churches, 
hotels, schools and other civilian public 
buildings have been demolished or dam- 
aged. The replacement cost must run to 
an appalling sum. 

But the casualties are not at all in 
keeping. Among civilians a total of 57,- 
000 killed and around 80,000 injured is 
almost unbelievably small compared with 
the wreckage of buildings. And the mili- 
tary casualties, as shown, cannot have 
been at all what the enemy hoped for. 
That munitions plants and other military 
establishments were severe sufferers is 
certainly not indicated by the figures of 
sustained production of “tools” of all 
kinds. 

Wars are not won by blowing dwelling 
houses to pieces, nor by killing and wound- 
ing women and children and men unfit for 
military duty. These seem to have been 
mainly the results of the promiscuous 
bombing in which the luftwaffe engaged 
all-out for a full year, and of the robots 
which have been fired from continental 
points and from airplanes on the hit-and- 
miss principle. 

There nothing in the figures to 
show that indiscriminate bombing. pays, 
drectly or indirectly, in weakening an en- 
emy country. Apparently the Alled air 
authorities were well-advised on military 
grounds, as they certainly were on moral 
grounds, in spending their bombs on se- 
lected targets of known actual military 
use to the enemy.

A Two-Way Advantage 


Some of the buildings which the United 
States army no longer needs at Dawson 
Creek are to be brought to Edmonton and 
converted into civilian dwellings. The 
buildings apparently are of the knock-down 
type, and can be taken down and recon- 
structed where needed quickly. They may 
not provide dwelling quarters such as fas- 
tidious people would prefer, but in the 
present situation any quarters which are 
comfortable are likely to be welcomed. 

The advantage in the arrangement 18 
teat housing accommodation can be in- 
creased without the use of new materials, 
which are still scarce, and with a minimum 
use of man-time, which is also scarce. As 
more accommodation is urgently needed, 
the decision to bring these buildings to the 
city and put them to use is doubly import- 
ant. Living space will be provided where 
it is required, and the hutments will be 
saved from the fate which usually befalls 
unoccupied buildings. 


Recreation Commission

to all matters affecting the use and con- 
trol of all recreational grounds ‘owned by 
the city. 

Its first function will be to promote the 
extensive use of these grounds in the most 
valuable and equitable way. 

The establishment of this commission is 
useful in view of the fact that the problem 
of using recreational areas intelligently is 
just as important as the problem of secur- 
ing such recreational areas. 

There is no use having a playground of 
any sort unless enough young people are 
using it to healthfully develop their bodies. 

The commission, therefore, will have a 
vital task ahead of it and its setting up is 
a step in the right direction. 


Acquire Property First 


Negotiations which, it is reported, are 
being carried on with a syndicate desirous 
of building a first class hote! in Edmonton 
need not complicate the project of beauti- 
fying the Macdonald hotel area, as some 
aldermen appear to think, 

Whether the beautification program is 
to be completed in conjunction with the 
Canadian National Railways, with an un- 
named hotel! syndicate, or by the city alone, 
the first step is to acquire the requisite pro- 
perty. And certainly no outside agency 


will even consider any joint plan until this 
property is legally and actually available. 

To clean up the slum conditions in this 
area and to create a park that will ade- 
quately set off the architectural beauty 
of the Macdonald hotel and the curves of 
the river bank, it will be necessary to 
secure, in addition to property already be- 
longing to the city, the one hundred feet of 
land on the southeast corner of 100 street 
and Jasper avenue. 

This should be purchased now before 
property values increase, For surely to 
argue that there is no danger of any in- 
crease is to admit to a sad lack of faith in 


the growth of Edmonton. 
oO one questions the urgent need for 
this plan of beautification. No one is 


opposed to the creation of parks and 
breathing spaces throughout the centre of 
the city. 

It is clear, however, that actual work 
on any such project could not start until 
manpower and materials are available and 
until the work would not interfere with 
housing, for instance. 

But there is no reason why the neces- 
sary property should not be acquired now. 
Indeed there is every reason why it should 
be acquired sincé, if the project is to be un- 
dertaken jointly, no partner in the plan is 
going to move a step until a clear title to 
this property is plainly in sight.

Only a few weeks ago there was 
every indication that Germany 
would be divided into three or four 
yones, for completely separate oc- 
cupation and administration by the 
United States, Great Britain, the 
Soviet Union, and probably France. 
Bach zone was to be under a high 
commissioner, responsible only to 
his own government. Readers of 
this column may recall the alarm- 
ed criticism which we levelled at 
this arrangement. It amounted to 
dismemberment, and was bound to 
lead to a clash in policies, with the 
possibility of one ally being played 
off against another by German 
groups. 

lf we are talking of a world or- 
ganization for security and peace, 
it js obvious that its first function 
should be to take over the policing 
of Germany as a combined opera- 
tion, excluding the possibility of 
three or four conflicting policies.

It would seem obvious that it has 
been difficult to agree on a com- 
mon policy, otherwise it would have 
been reached long ago. Many trial 


| ® lloons were sent up from various 


sources, among them the ill-con- 
ceived and ill-fated Morgenthau 
plan, which seems to have been the 
turning point toward greater rea- 
son. 

The President's foreign policy 
speech indicated the outlines of the 
policy which seems to have pre- 
vailed: complete and permanent 
disarmament; punishment of those 
“directly responsible for this agony 
of man-kind”; a hint of prepara- 
tions in the suggestion that the 
“Germans will have to earn their 
way back into the fellowship of 
law-abiding and peace-loving na- 
tions,” and the offer of a hope 
that this could eventually be pos- 
sible, combined with the absolute 
repudiation of any racial 
about the Germans as a people. 

Since the President's speech there 
have been numerous other straws 
to show which way the wind was 
blowing. The most authoritative 
was contained in the speech of 


| Stalin on November 6th, the eve of 


the 27th anniversary of the Russian 
revolution, and the eve of our 
elections. It was the most positive 
statement yet made by Stalin for 
continuous and loyal collaboration 
between the Allies, and Stalin ex- 
plained that the greatest explana- 


| tion of German failure is their race 


| theory, which made it 


impossible 
for them to win over the nations 
they defeated, and that the Soviet 
Union does not intend to repeat 
this Nazi mistake, It was in this 
speech that Stalin quoted the Rus- 
sian proverb, “We do not hate the 


wolf because his fur is gray but 
because he eats our sheep.” 
This was taken up by Ilya 


Ehenburg, who has conducted both 
the most brilliant and the most 
vititolic press campaign against the 
Germans, and in what he now 
writes a new tone is to be observed, 
which specifically rejects venge- 
ance, and denounces the idea of 
punishing the children for the sins 
of their fathers. 

A further premonition of what is | 
now revealed was given a week ago 
Sunday in an article by Eduard 
Benes which appeared in the New 
York Sunday Times. In it Dr. Benes 
stated that two or three years after 
occupation there would be a liberal 
German government. He warned 
against too much confidence, but 
accepted it as a necessity. He also 
stressed that he is not, under all 
conditions anti-German per se—a

The Break With Quebec... 


By BRUCE HUTCHISON 

| The historic watershed of Cana- 
dian politics has been passed. The 
currents of our politics now divide 
and flow in new directions which 
no man can calculate. 
they flow, the day of November 23, 
1944, becomes a towering landmark 
}in our history. 

The military fact emerging from 
the crisis in Ottawa is the decision 
to apply total conscription, The 
political fact is that Mr. King, the 
life-long anti-conscriptionist, has 
applied it and must now face the 
consequences of the largest decis- 
ion of his life. 

Conscription became inevitable 
as a result of two things: first, poli- 
tical pressures in the English- 
speaking provinces expressed fin- 
ally by the determination of half 
a dozen Cabinet ministers to secure 
conscription or resign; second, by 
the facts of our military situation 
as presented by Colonel Ralston 
opposed by General McNaughton 
and now magnificently vindicated, 
It was to these two things that Mr. 
King bowed. He could not longer 
deny the facts and the failure of 
General MecNaughton's voluntary 
recruiting campaign and he could 
not resist the will of the Canadian 
majority.

But better than anyone in Canada 
Mr. King knew the gravity of such 
a decision, He knew that h was 
abandoning .he chief purpose of his 
life, to remain without interruption 
the undisputed leader of both Can 
adian races, To break with Quebec 
was with him at once a political 
catastrophe and a persons! tragedy 
In his heart he had to choose be- 
tween smashing the Liberal party 
in English-speaking Canada and 
imaintaining his deep devotion to 
the tradition of his spiritual fathe:

Nevertheless we face difficult

It is too late for Mr. King to 
regret this now. He has turned the 
corner and he must now look for

These are all political considera- 
tions. Much more important in the 
end is the fact that English-speak- 
ing Canada has asserted itself. The

2. More than half or the calories 
in the average American diet are 
from refined carbohydrate—stareh | 
or sugar,

min intake insures better metabol- 
ism, oxidation, utilization of the 
food, so they burn it up instead of 
storing it as fat.

It is almost certain that a baby 
who eats and sleeps on a three or 
four-hour schedule will have his 
fussy period from four to six 
| o'clock in the afternoon. 
| This is baby’s most wakeful per-

iod. He has had two long naps. He 

| has been out of doors. He has had 
| his bath, At this time he and his 
mother both are somewhat at loose 
ends waiting for the day to end and 
for it to be time to put him to bed 
for the night. 

Instead of suffering through 
this period with a baby crying 
most of the time, make it the per- 
iod in the day when the baby gets 
his affectionate handling from the 
parent.
